Mean- 
time, no difficulty or inconvenience 
arises to the voters at the election 
next Tuesday, because the votes to be 
cast then are for electors and not: for 
candidates for either president or vice 
president, and the death of Mr. Sher- 
man, therefore, does not affect the 

‘validity of the election of the electors.

Should Republicans Win. 

Should the republican ticket re- 
ceive a majority of electoral votes the 
importance of selecting a vice presi- 
dential candidate is evident, but if 
next Tuesday no presidential electors 
receive a majority of electoral votes 
then by the constitution, the election 
| will be thrown tnto the house of rep- 
| resentatives and the candidates to be 
voted for in the house of representa- 
(tives by states would be limited to 
| those voted for by electors in the elec- 
| toral college; but the house of repre- 
sentatives, as at present constituted, 
would be unable to make a decision, 
because the states vote as units and 
one-half of the states are represented 
In the congress by democratic mem- 
bers. The decision would, therefore, 
gO to the senate. The senate is limit- 
ed in its choice to those two candi- 
dates who receive the highest number 
of votes for vice president in the elec- 
toral college. If it results on Tues- 
day that the decision rests with con- 
gress, the selection of the candidate 
for vice president has the utmost im- 
portance, because the democrats are 
in a minority in the present senate 
and if a republican candidate for vice 
president ts selected he succeeds to 
the presidency. 

Already there. has been discussion 
of the availability of Governor Had- 
ley, Governor Deneen, Senator Borah, 
Senator Cummins, Senator La Follette. 
Former Vice President Fairbanks, 
Senator Root, Senator Burton, Senator 
Lodge, Governor Goldsborough and 
others. 

SHERMAN FIFTH VICE PRESIDENT 
TO PASS WHILE HOLDING PLACE

ington, October 30.—Secretaryv 
of the Treasury MacVeagh with one 
'swoop today abolished the time-hon- 
ored public drinking cup from railroad 
| cars, vessels and other conveyances 
'operated in interstate traffic, and 
from depots and waiting rooms of 
common carriers. 

This sweeping order against “any 
drinking cup, glass or vessel for com- 
mon use,” effective immediately, is 
the interest of the nation’s health, and 
was the direct result of an investiga- 
tion by the United States public health 
service—a:branch of the treasury de- 
partment which holds the drinking

They Are Abolished by Order 


UL. WINN CLEAR 
INSULT CHARGE 


Soldiers’ Home in Intoxicated 
Condition. 


The board of trustees of the Soldiers’ 
home yesterday concluded their in- 
vestigation into the cNarges against 
Colonel Thomas Winn. They found— 

That Colonel Winn did go to the 
home on the night of October 18 on 
official business while tn an intoxi- 
cated condition, as charged. 

That he did not improperly approach 
Mrs. Mackie Clare, the head nurse, 
or offer any insult to her. 

The board made no recommendation, 
and its finding will probably close the 
incident, so far as any legal action is 
concerned. The findings will be trans- 
mitted to Governor Brown with a certi- 
fied copy of the evidence taken at the 
hearings. 

No Power to Remove. 

Under the Georgia law the governor 
has no power to remove affy official, 
except a member of the railroad com- 
mission, and this last grant of authori- 
ty has only been exercised twice in re- 
cent years. This is true, although the 
governor appoints the trustees of the 
home. 

On the question as to whether Colo- 
nel Winn was intoxicated on the oc- 
casion of .his visit to the home of Oc- 
tober 18 the vote was: Ayes, Captain 
John Triplett, Judge A. C. Page, Major 
A. P. Perham and Major Charles E. Mc- 
Gregor; nays, A. J. Snelson and R. D. 
T. Lawrence. Judge Bell. indicated 
that if called upon to vote he would 
vote “Aye.” The vote thus stood 5 
to. Zz, 

Not Guilty of Insult. 

On the question of whether Colonel 
Winn improperly approached Mrs 
Clare, the head nurse, and otfered any 
insult to her, the vote stood: Ayes, 
Page, McGregor and Perham; nays, 
Triplett, Lawrence, Snelson and Myers, 
Judge Bell indicated that his vote, had 
it been needed, would have been “No.” 
The vote was thus 3 to 5. 

Two members of the board, Captain 
Bloodworth, of Savannah, and Captain 
Charles Wiley, of Macon, were absent. 

No witnesses were examined at 
Wednesday's meeting, which was held 
in the office of Dr. Amos Fox, treas- 
urer of the board, in the Temple Court. 
The taking of testimony was concluded 
at the home on Tuesday evening and 
the board decided to close the case 
without argument from counsel. 

Winn's Charges Ignored. 

No action was taken in regard to 
Colonel Winn’s counter charge of fa- 
miliarity between Mrs. Clare and Colo- 
nel H. H. Colquitt. In his testimony 
before the board on Tuesday Colonel 
Colquitt, testifying under oath and 
with great vehemence, said: 

“I am an inmate Pere, and as such I 
owe my respect to Colonel Winn as to 
a trustee of this home. But notwith- 
standing that, and notwithstanding my 
more than sixty years of Life, I am 
ready to measure my lance with that 
of any man. Had we been outside this 
home on equal terms he would not 
have dared to say what he did about

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DRUM CORPS ROUTED 
BY ATLANTA GREEKS 


Brilliant Uniform of Kibla Tempel 
Mistaken for Gaudy Dress 
of the Turks. 


It appeared for a while last night 
that Atlanta would figure in Associ- 
ated Press dispatches with Tcherkess- 
keul, Kirk-Killesseh, Scutari and a 
few other Greek towns, as the scene 
of a bloody conflict between the Gre- 
clan and Turkish armies. Had it not 
been for the celerity with which the 
“Turks” broke ranks and went home, 
there might have been conflict along 
the Great White Way. 

Everybody who has to take meals 
down town knows that Atlanta har- 
bors a number of former citizens of 
Greece, and most Atlantans have read 
of their love for their country and 
their undying hatred of the Moslems. 

Uniforms Cause Trouble. 

The Greeks not ‘only hate citizens 
of the Ottoman empire, it now ap- 
pears, but they hate the clothes of the 
Terrible Turk, and when a crack 
drum corps, attired in Zouave uni- 
forms, paraded up and down the 
streets last night, the effect was the 
Same as that produced by waving a 
dozen red flannel rags in a lot well 
filled with Jersey bulls. 

W. Tom Winn, former councilman, 
tells the story of the start of the 
trouble and scores of Atlantans saw 
the finish. /

Gathering of the Greeks. 

Greeks looked out from a score of 
restaurants and fruit stands and spied 
what looked like the advance guard 
of the Turkish army under Mahmoud 
Mukhtar Pasha advancing upon 
There was the step of martial feet 
and the fanfare of the drum. Surely, 
thought the Greeks, all the Turks in 
Georgia have assembled to go back to 
aid their countrymen in the battles 
along the Tchorlou river and win 
Paradise and a thousand or so houris 
apiece. 

Never an army gathered so quickly 
to defend the walls of classic Athens 
as the little band of Greeks formed 
on Peachtree. That narrow gorge be- 
tween the Candler building and the 
Piedmont hotel was selected as the 
pass of Thermopylae, and in it the 
Greeks congregated. 

Up the street came 
crops. All Atlanta, and 
the feminine part of 
their music and admired 
uniforms. 

Looked Like Turkish Army. 

Red fezes that would have brighten- 
ed the camp of Mohammed himself be- 
decked their heads; gaudy shirts and 
trousers of green and red, set off by 
brilllant red sashes, added to their 
display of dazzling colors and leggings 
that even the most exacting bey would 
not have despised set off their lower 
limbs. They looked perfectly the part 
of a regiment of the Ottoman army. ° 

Here is where Colonel W. Tom Winn 
comes into the story.

Soon after Mr. Sherman's death, Dr.

“The vice president died at 9:42 p. 
m. without regaining consciousness 
for a moment. He was perfectly qulet. 
He died in the presence of his wife, 
her brother-and sister, his two broth- 
ers and his three sons and their wives. 
He had been entirely unconscious since 
7 o'clock, when he had a period of 
partial consciousness lasting for about 
fifteen minutes. He died in a uraemic 
coma as a result of the Bright's dis- 
ease, heart disease and arterio 
sclerosis.” 

Mra. Sherman Bore Up Bravely. 3 
Mrs».Sherman bore up bravely under 
the shock~ot husband's @eath, as 
also did the other_ members of the 
family. Although it\was said at the 
house that the hopelessness of Mr. 
Sherman's fight against death had 
been realized since Friday, the blow

Soon after the vice president's 
death it was announced that the mem- 
bers of the family wished to be left 
undisturbed tonight and that no ar- 
rangements for the funeral would be 
made before tomorrow. 

The announcement of the vice presi- 
Alent’s death spread quickly through 
the city. Universal sorrow was ex- 
pressed and immediate steps were 
taken for the proper recognition of 
the sorrowful event Mr. Sherman 
was regarded ‘as the first citizen of 
the city and all differences growing 
out of politics died with him.

Ossining, N. Y., October 30.—Former 
Police Lieutenant Charles Becker is in 
the “death house” at Sing Sing prison 
tonight under sentence to die in the 
electric chair, during the week of De- 
cember %, the convicted murderer of 
the gambler, Herman Rosenthal. 

He was brought here from New 
York today immediately after sentence 
was pronounced upon him by Justic: 
Goff in the courtroom where he was 
found gullty six days ago. 

Becker's execution will 
however, the filing of a notice 
appeal the verdict. In this 
Becker's only hope escape 
death. His last words before the gates 
of the prison behind him 
this afternoon come here an 
innocent man. I mever had a chance. 
I was rallroaded. But the fight has 
only begun. I expect a reversal of 
the verdict and a new trial.” 

Becker, manacled to a deputy sheriff, 
arrived at the prison at 1:30 o'clock 
after a twenty minutes’ walk through 
the streets of the village surrounded 
by several hundrea persons curious to 
see him. With stolid countenance and 
head erect, Becker withstood the or- 
deal without losing his composure. 

A window of the warden’'s office 
framed a woman's tear-stained face 
as Becker marched up the prison walk. 
It was that of the convicted man’s 
wife, who had accompanied him from 
New York and had driven ahead of 
him from the railroad station. Becker 
waved his hand sadly and the woman 
threw a kiss. 

An hour later, after the formality of 
taking the prisoner's pedigree had 
been disposed of, Becker was in his 
death celi in solitary continement and 
entered as prisoner No. 62,499. Ten 
other condemned murderers occupy 
cells in the “death house.”

"GIVE ME A TEAM,"

lf He Is to Be Elected Captain, He

Burlington, N. J., October 30.—Gov- 
ernor Woodrow Wilson admittedly 
took a long look ahead today and made 
a vigorous appeal in two counties 
hitherto republican to send democrats 
to the New Jersey legislature, which 
convenes January 1 next.
